A former Knox County sheriffs reservist charged with 
sexually- abusing female members of Explorer Post 911 pleaded *• 
guilty Thursday to lesser charges in Criminal Court. 

Wade "Sarge" Cadle, who was a lieutenant in the reserves 
and served as the leader of the Explorers post, pleaded guilty to _ 
attempting to commit aggravated sexual battery and received a ' ~* 
six- year sentence by Judge Ray Lee Jenkins. 

In addition, he pleaded guilty to three counts of attempting to 
commit sexual battery, receiving two two-year sentences and a 
one-year sentence. He also pleaded guilty to attempting to 
commit rape, with a six-year sentence.

4. The committee will review the facts as presented, and may interview 
any persons whose testimony might assist them in arriving at a correct 
decision. 

5. You will receive a letter setting forth the decision of the committee. 

6. If you disagree with the decision of the committee, you may request 
a review of this decision by the National Council of the Boy Scouts 
of America.
